Island then belonged to New 
York State. 

Nantucket jis located 30 
miles at sea off the Massa- 
chusetts coast. It was known 
as “Sherburne” until 1795, 
when the town site was 
moved. The origin of its 
present name js still open 
to argument. In the 19th 
century Nantucket Island 
became the world’s foremost 
whaling center, 

Today Nantucket holds the 
unique distinction of being 
the only place in America 
which is, by itself, on town, 
‘one county and one Island.
